This 
asked tbe nations to outlaw 
atomic weapons by treaty and 
destroy existing 
stocks of 


bombs. 


Lake Success, N. Y., Dec. 30— 


(J?)—Andrei A. Gromyko, Soviet 
Russian delegate, rejected today 
the United States demand that the 
veto he waived on atomic control 
and called for an item-by-item dis- 
cussion of the United States ato- 
mic plan. 


Speaking to the most critical 


meeting of the 
United Nations 


Atomic Energy Commission, Gro- 
myko said that the United States, 
by proposing there should be no 
veto on punishment of nations vio- 
lating the atomic pace, was in fact 
revising the United Nations char- 
ter. 
' The United States fought pow- 
erfully today for a decision on an 
atomic control system which would 
permit on the punishment of na- 
tions breaking an atomic code. 


The problem was put squarely 


before the full United Nations Ato- 
mic Energy Commission 
in the 


shape of an 89'-page report which 
laid the .ground-work of a complete 
system of "international control and 
inspection advocated by the United 
States. 


Every section of the report was 


approved by. at least 10 delegates 
of'.the 12-member- commission- ex.- 
(ejii^srly,^ contested provi 
Hi the "veto. The majority 


was said to be divided on the mat- 
ter 'of wording, and not because of 
a fundamental split on the reces- 
sion of prompt, unhindered punish- 
ment. 


The United States delegate, Ber- 


nard H. Baruch, went to the meet- 
ing determined to demand a vote 
on his content that the word "ve- 
to" must be specifically included 
in the report. 


The long document was complet- 


ed last Friday by commission del- 
egates sitting as a working com- 
mittee. Russia did not participate 
in the final work on the report and 
the' Soviet position was left in 
doubt as the commission met to- 
day. Poland abstained in the hope 
that hope that the five great pow- 
ers could achieve unanimity be- 
fore the show-down came. 


In the main the report followed 


the lines of the plan proposed by 
Baruch last June 14, when the 
commission first met, for an inter- 
national system of control and in- 
spection 
established 
by treaty 


among -the nations. 


Baruch earlier lined up his forc-

GOP leader, as long ago as last 
March boomed Martin as a Repub- 
lican 
presidential 
candidate in 


1948. 


And in powerful GOP quarters 


in and out of the Keystone state, 
the out-going governor has been 
marked down as the man to watch 
m the next two years. 
The tall, gray-haired executive 


will resign as governor Jan. 2, 20 
days before his term expires, to 
take his senate seat the following 
day and thus protect his seniority 
rights in committee assignmentsfl 
Lieutenant-Governor John C. Bell 
will become governor until Gov- 
ernor-elect James H. Duff is inau-" 
gurated Jan. 21. 
"I go to Washington to repre- 


sent the state of Pennsylvania and 
I carry with me two obligations," 
Martin has stated. "First, to serve 
the interests of the state of Penn- 
sylvania, and second, to serve the 
interests of all the people of these 
United States."

gibility in 1948, he has

have made my last campaign " 


The first Pennsylvania governor 


to be elected to the TJ. S. senate 
by popular vote, Martin 13 a Re- 
publican of the old school who

Victorious at the polls in a half 


dozen or more itate-wide cam- 
paigns, Martin has held practic- 
ally every honor his home state 
can bestow. 


Elected governor In 1942, he be- 


came the Keystone state's first 
wartime executive with military 
experience and 
throughout 
the 


conflict subordinated strictly civil- 
ian concerns to the needs of the 
war. 


He fended off repeated requests 


for special sessions of the state 
legislature during the 1946 cam- 
paign on grounds that problems 
cited by those favoring new laws 
could only be solved in Washing- 
ton.

What may turn out to be the billion-dollar question 


for American industry is this: Just how much of i 
worker's non-productive time is spent "under company 
control and in company interest" ? 


If organized American business has its way, that 


question will be answered in a series of amendments by 
Congress to the Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938. 
In the meantime, if we follow the line of common-sense 
reasoning, we are forced to the conclusion that the 
unions, in their present lawsuits, are not asking for 
=nough compensation. 


The unions are seeking pay only for time spent on 


company property. But is it not in the company interest 
for a man to get to work on time? And, if the worker 
did not have to show up at a specified time, might he 
not sleep later in the morning? So why not pay him 
from the time he gets out of bed? 


The unions are now asking that the workers be paid 


twice as much for their non-working time spent on com- 
pany property as they get when they are engaged in 
productive occupation. Following that line of reason- 
ing, it would seem only just that they receive triple or 
quadruple time for the period when they are not working 
off the company's property. 


All this might bankrupt most American industry, of 


course, or send prices to impossible levels. But you 
can't say that it jrouldn't be carrying the current line 
of reasoning to its ultimate conclusion in a triumph of 
logic. 


In the reorganization of the Youngsville fire depart- 


ment it is noted with regret by his many friends in that 
village and throughout the county that Lyle Johnson, 
who has served most efficiently as chief for the past thir- 
teen years, declined re-election to that post because of 
ill health.

BUCKWHEAT FOR HEALTH 


Buckwheat cake enthusiasts will read with interest a 


current item which reports that eastern chemists are 
making a hero out of the lowly buckwheat plant. They 
are extracting a drug called rutin from the leaves and 
blossoms of the green plant 


Scientists say rutin appears to be a promising treat- 


ment for high blood pressure. 


Should present expectations be borne out, it will re- 


quire an additional 50,000 acres of buckwheat a year to 
meet the nation's requirements for rutin. 


Washington's major indoor sport at present is spec- 


ularing about the next Republican and Democratic pre- 
sidential candidates. While President Truman is the 
logical man to carry the Democratic banner at the next 
election, he might refuse to run. Who the Republican 
nominee will be is anybody's guess. Half a dozen men 
are well out in front for the honor including New 
York's Dewey, Minnesota's Stassen and California's 
Warren. 
But the candidate among all of them who 


catches the popular and the politicians' imagination is 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. The exciting thing about 
the general is that he never has played partisan politics 
and so would be eligible for either party's ticket. The 
small matter of his own preference has very little to do 
with it. He has said, "I have no political ambitions at 
all." If Ike should be drafted, and be elected, he'd find 
running the Army and winning a war was child's play 
compared with what he'd get into in Washington. And 
on general principles, a military man is not a good bet 
for the highest civilian office. 
The methods and re- 


quirements are too dissimilar. 


This is an appropriate time to warn the kiddies 


about the danger of exploring shore ice along the 
river and creek. Number of near tragedies have al- 
ready been reported in nearby towns where children 
have broken through and received unscheduled icy 
baths. 


The return of icy streets and highways call for ex-' 


ceptional care. 
Though cindering crews are doing a 


good job, both in the county and borough, the areas 
are treacherous. This is a time to drive carefully and 
not be in a hurry.

Gradually the Netherlands,

community of some 9,000,000 Euro- 
peans, is putting into written form 
the admission that she no longer 
possesses the power to hold 70,- 
000,000 Indonesians in colonial sub- 
jection. Into a series 
of agree- 


ments she is writing her 
hopes 
that despite the 'end of political 
domination the economic ties that 
before the war bound the Indies 
jto the mother country canbe sal- 
i vaged.. For the empire that is slip- 
! ping away was one of the richest 
| ever held by a European power; 
if it is lost completely it would 
be a disaster to Dutch economy 
whose effects 
might 
be 
felt 


throughout western Europe. 


The Netherlands 
East Indies 


formed one of the most glittering 
prizes for which the aggressors of 
World War two reached out. But 


j for their 'wealth of oil, rubber, tin 
and other basic commodities the 
whole course of the Pacific war 
might have been different. Japan's 
warlords were of two minds,'torn 
between a desire to grab the Ind- 
ies and build an economically self- 
sufficient and imprevnable empire 
and the urge to settle accounts 
with Soviet Russia while Hitler 
was driving on Moscow. Had the 
latter motive prevailed it might 
have been Vladivostok instead of 
Pearl Harbor, the United States 
might never have entered the war, 
the whole course of the conflict 
might 
have 
followed 
channels 
that challenge the imagination. 


But the Japanese struck south- 
ward and so the fate of Holland's 
eastern empire, already put in the 
balance by Hitler's victories 
of 


1940, was sealed. The colonial rule 
of the 9,000,000 over the 70.000,- 
000 was ended. 


It is difficult to see any other 


outcome of the complicated iego- 
tiations now in progress. 


The basic draft agreement still 


has to be accepted by the Indones- 
ians and after that there 
are 


months of negotiations before all 
details of the complex new setup 
are accepted. But the main out- 
lines have been drawn in 
these 


bold, board strokes: 


By Jan. 1, 1949, there is to be 


established with Holland's bles- 
sing the "sovereign, 
democratic 
state" of the United States of In- 
donesia, to be linked in "perpet- 
ual union" with the Netherlands 
as equal partners under the king 
and queen of the Netherlands. 


Equal partners within the Unit- 


ed state are to be (1) the Indon- 
esian republic, 
embracing Java, 


Sumatra and Madura under those 
outstanding figures of the Indon- 
esian revolt, 
President Soekarno 


and Premier 
Sjahrir; 
(2) the 
"great east," whose new govern- 
ment came into being Christmas 
day to administer all the Dutch 
islands each of Java and Borneo 
execnt Dutch New Guinea, 
and 


(3) "Borneo. The place of Dutch 
New Guinea remains to be deter- 
mined.

In addition to the rugs and 


linens at the Howard home quan- 
tities of electrical equipment was 
found. 
Most of this loot had 


been taken from cottages of W. C. 
Doran, on Chautauqua Lake. 
With glib tongue he confessed 
to many robberies. Seemingly he 
was somewhat proud of his ability 
to enter rooms and steal Among 
the places to which he confessed 
thievery was the grocery store of 
Jo'hnson Brothers, at Youngsville 
He secured 800 pounds of sugar 
there, cases of Spry and other 
scarce articles. He also admitted 
that he had looked the Youngsville 
Liquor store over but did not enter 
it. 


The home of Attorney John 
Stewart, Akeley was robbed twice 
while the family slept. On August 
21 he secured two purses and a 
quantity of foodstuffs. On Novem- 
ber 23 he took a valuable shot 
gun and some tools 
Partial re- 


covery was made of these articles 
Also on November 23 he robbed 
the home of Virgil Williams, Pine 
Grove township and took a shot 
gun. 


The robbery of the home of 
William Follow, Pittsfield town- 
ship last July 18 was also ad- 
rrrtted. He entered this home at 
3 a m. as the family slept and 
ransacked the house. It was here 
he abstracted $100 from a trouser 
pocke as a man slept in the room. 
The car of George Irvin, robbed 


on East Fifth street some weeks 
ago of four sleeping bags was also 
admitted. 


Gaesser also told of "casing" 


the home of Harry Logan and J 
A. Rockwell and Ruel Smith some 
weeks ago for future entrance. On 
this occasion he took a tire and 
wheel from the Ruel Smith gar- 
age. 


He also admitted the robbery of 
a physicians car in Jamestown and 
later throwing the instrument case 
on the Erie dump.

roe prison of New York. 


In 1936 he v/-as sentenced in Erie 
county court by Judge William 
Hirt to serve one two two year in 
the Allegheny county workhouse 
on a breaking and entering charge. 


While serving his term in the 
Monroe county prison he escaped 
but was recaptured and received 
an additional two year sentence. 
By trade the man is an electri- 
cian and according to his records 
was born in Rochester. During his 
residence in Ene he was employ- 
ed aa a truck driver. 


The

making further investigations and 
today are again in Erie running 
down several additional jobs that 
have been reported. In the mean- 
time the Chautauqua county au- 
thorities there are securing iden- 
tification of articles that had been 
taken. 


It was a fine piece of co-opera- 
tive police work done by the vari- 
ous agencies that took part and 
the need of a radio car for the 
sheriff's office was never better 
demonstrated than in the long 
hunt over country roads for the 
suspect'^ car, etc. Alljof the offi- 
cers taking part deserve a medal 


of praise and the local sheril-'s 
office has done a beautiful job. 
The wife of Gaesser at present is 
being held merely as a material 
witness as she has not been con- 
nected with any of the thefts.
